Articles 990 to 996, inclusive, 
entitled “Fire Inquests” of the Crim­ 
inal Code of Texas, 1925, specifically 
provide for the holding of inquests 
of all fires th at occur.

The laws of Texas are sufficient 
now to obtain indictments under the 
J offense of arson or any attem pt to 
1 ■ a m it arson, and we are frank to 
say to you th at if the procedure as 
above outlined is followed, you will 
see a substantial reduction in your 
fire losses, urn! especially incendiary 
fires. 
When the inquest committee com­ 
plies with article 990 of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure it then becomes 
the duty of the prosecuting attorney 
of your county, or the district a t­ 
torney to lend his assistance in the 
case.
